Pollard had been engaged to another 
man not previously mentioned in the 
CBHO This makes the third engagement

brought to light, besides the filleted 
one w i t h Col Kreekiniidge, and 
Kin Pollard's Partiality to Eldirly Man 
when she was u \onnggirl w.is shown

Another deposition lead was that of

room who looked for sensationalism in

Thi First Deposition Road 


Was that of Joseph C. Bailey, of Ver- 
sailles, Ky , who as the clerk of the 
Wootlford county court, produced his 
records to show that W. C. 1*. lireckin- 
ridge had been an attorney for R. I!, 
and O. D Ilrown in their trial for inur- 
der in January, 1881. On January 3, 
1884, 
Col. Breckinridge was in court, 


according to the records, and was als>o 
there 
April 19, 1884. 
The record 


showed that the Ilrown ease was up 
on August ft, 188">. at the time when 
Miss Pollard testified that Col. Itreck- 
inridge had met her at the assignation 
house of Sarah Ges-,, in Lexington, a 
few days after the alleged betrayal. 
The deponent said tiie ease had prone 
along until August 10, when D. D. 
Brown was admitted to bail. 


"Was Col. Breckinridge present at 


this trial?" was asked the deponent. 


"He was present every day," was 


the answer. 
V&e OrOBa-Bacamlfiatlon of Mr. Bailey 
was read by young Mr. Farrel), of 
Lexington, who represented Miss Pol- 
lard at the taking of the depositions, 
and the questions asked were evidently 
intended to show that Col. Breckin- 
ridge could have attended the trial in 
the day time and gone back to Lexing- 
ton at night. Mr. Hailey said Col.

Ky., and 
that Col. Breckinridge was present at 
the trial of the case at Nicholasville, a 
town twelve miles from Lexington, on 
Ansrast 27, 28, 29 and 30. 


The deposition of Judge Joseph D. 


Bunt, an arbitrator in one of the Clark 
connty cases, corroborated the testi- 
mony of Mr. Herbert. 


T. O. Lewis, clerk of the Fayette 


connty conrt at Lexington, deposed 
that Col. Breckinridge's name was 
down on his poll book as having voted 
In Williams precinct in Lexington on 
August 4. 1864. 


W. S. Marshal, a judge of election in 


Williams' precinct, deposed that Col. 
Breckinridge voted on the day named 
by Lewis. 


Nat L. Bronough corrolxmited the 


testimony of eiven by Judge Mor- 
ton as to Col. Brwckinridge's presence
